It is said that she would be 


exposed to too much excitement. 
Reli- 


gious contioversies are notoriously hotter 
and mor'j bitter than political ones. 
Is it 


said that she would be brought into too 
great publicity ? Tho casting of a-simple 
ballot does not require a tithe of the pub- 
licity inNolved in taking part as a delegate 
in a great ecclesiastical assembly. 
Is it 


urged thnt she would have to give too 
much timo? A woman who attends the 
General Conference may have to upend 
weeks a way from home; whereas, 
she 


could cast her ballot in half an hour. 


It is worthy of note that tho men who 


have fought most stubbornly against equal 
rights for women in tho General Confer- 
nuco are almost all of them, like Dr. Buek- 
ly, opposed also to equal rights of women 
at the ballot box. A defeat for them at 
one point presages their ultimate defeat 
all alonj; the line. 


The vute was overwhelming. Out of 130 


lonferences that voted on the question, 
only 20 voted against the women.

these twenty, all but four were German, 
Swiss or Danish.

to those level-headed opponents of woman 
suffrage that praise, oven when merited, 
may be accompanied with some inconveni- 
ences. Suppose, for example, the women 
of New York City, after working for re- 
form in that city, and after contributing 
in no small degree to the success of the 
movement, which every one hopes will re- 
sult in reform, should take it into tbeir 
heads that they might voto for what they 
want as well as work for it? 


To give women credit for raising money, 


making speeches and dramming up voters 
on elect ion day is to make ridicullous any 
professi d fear of what may happen when 
they "get into politics," for plainly they 
are theie already. Of course this evident 
inconsistency has nothing to do with tho 
practical question or the practical work- 
ings of woman suffrage, but it may have 
not a lUtle to do with raising a laugh at 
aomcboily's expense.

Annual Meeting of the Shareholders 


of the Bristol Library. 


The twenty-fourth annual meeting of 


the Shareholders of the Bristol Library 
to elect a board of managers for the en- 
suing year, and the transaction of such 
other business as might properly come be- 
fore it was held in the Library room on 
last Thursday evening. 


On motion John K. Wildman was chos- 


en chairman and Jesse 0. Thomas, secre- 
tary. 


Miss M. A. Gilkeson, treasurer of the 


Library reported a balance of $7.95 in tho 
treasury. 


John K. Wildman, President of the 


Board of Managers, made the following 
report: 
To the Shareholders of the Bristol Library: 


Once moie we meet in annual session to 


review the past, attend to the present, and 
provide for the future. The Library still 
holds u eervicable place in the community. 
It has lived almost a quarter of a century, 
having come into existence in 1878; and 
let us hope that its life is to be long spared 
for further good. A great library is a 
great thing; a single book is sometimes a 
blessing, and we ought to know where to 
find it, and we ought also to have the pri- 
vilege of access to its pages. 
• 


According to the librarian's important 


figures, which have been complied with 
care and credit, involving no slight labor, 
the number of books taken out during the 
year is 3679; from class A 115; class B 72; 
class C 3119; class F 373. The number of 
times the magazines were taken out, twelve 
in number, is 2168. 
These 6gures make 


a fair showing, and they an^ply justify 
every eftort that can bemadetfe perpetuate 
the library, and they logicaly argue down 
every opposing impulse. The twelve mag- 
azines alone, supplied by the Library, at 
a considerable expense, give abundant re- 
turn to the patrons. Could a dollar and a 
half or two dollars give better recom- 
pense? The highest number taken out on 
any one share was 141; the next highest 
138; and it is interesting to know that 
every share, with only a single exception 
was freely used during the year, a good 
proof that the shares are not lifeless. 


According to the treasurer's report wo 


are confronted with the frowns of a debt, 
rather than cheered by the smiles of a 
surplus. But tor our financial straits we 
could have furnished our patrons with a 
larger number of books than we did during 
the year; but they must be inaulgent, and 
tolerate with placid minds the untoward 
condition. This condition is about to im- 
prove. In medical parlance the patient 
is convalescent. The committee recent- 
ly appointed to take some action towards 
raising funds have made an encouraging 
report. 
Mr. Shoemaker and Mr. Peirce 


have enjoyed the pleasures ot an inter- 
viewing expedition, and though they did 
not reurn with a goideu fleece, they came 
with a report that they Imd obtained 
pledges from a number of people who sti- 
pulate to contribute in behalf of the library 
five dollars each per 
year, 
for 
two 


successive years, the whole sum thus 
pledged amounting thus far 
to $200 


in the two years. I here and now, in tbe 
name of the Library, moat heartily thanK 
each and every one who have thus so gen- 
erously recognized the neede, the value, 
and the good influence of the Library. 


Let me now claim your indulgence while 


I present for your information a substant- 
ial way of sustaining a library. You may 
be aware of the fact that in 1895 the state 
legislature passed an act authorizing the 
establishment and maintainance of free 
public libraries. This authority was given 
to the school boards of tho state, except 
those in cities of the first and second class. 


In March 1897 a supplement to this act 


was passed, 
authorizing such 
school 


boards, in lieu of establishing a "free 
non-sectariun public library," ta"aid free 
public libraries otherwise established." I 
This act gives authority to levy taxes to 
carry it into effect, not exceeding one mill 
on a dollar in any one year on the taxable 
property in the district.

Death of Former Bristol Taster. 


The Rev. Dr. William H. Conard, Sec- 


retary of the Pennsylvania Baptist Gen- 
eral Association, died at an early hour on 
last Thursday morning at his home, at 748 
North Fortieth street, Philadeelphia, of 
progressive paralysis, after an illness of 
about a yenr. 
Last spring he 
visited 


Cuba, hoping to benefit his health, but 
obtained little relief. 


Dr. Conard was born at Montgomery 


Square, Montgomery county, this state, 
on October 8, 1882, and was graduated 
from the University of Lewisburg, now 
Bneknell University, in 18G2. He was or- 
dained a Baptist clergyman in September 
of that year, and soon after became pas- 
tor of the church ut Davisville. 


He remained there 
fourteen 
years. 


During his ministry in Dnvisville his par- 
ishoners built a handsome and commo- 
dious church. In 1876 Dr. Conard ac- 
cepted the unanimous call of the First 
Baptist Church, of Bristol, Pa., and re- 
tained that pastorate until 1880, when he 
resigned to accept the Secretaryship which 
he he'd at the time of his death. His ad- 
ministration of this office was wise and 
efficient. 


Through his energetic labors many new 


Baptist churches were organized. He was 
a forceful preacher and a wise leader. 
In 


1889 ths honorary degree of Doctor of 
Divinity was conferred upon him by Bnek- 
nell University.

question has recently been tbe ttubji-ct ol 
an inteiestiug discussion in tbe- scculai 
press, having been Blurted by a New Yorl 
journal, in comincntiiiK on n letter re 
eeivcd from one of Us lenders viunplnin 
ing that n drugzibt who failed a prexerip 
tion which he bad received from a doctoi 
and paid for would not return bim th< 
prescription. According to the uftrspa 
per, the druggist bused bis claim of own 
ership in the prescription 
upon 
thf 


giouuds of fiequeritly being reqniied t« 
produce iu court tlie oiiginuls of prescrip 
tions which he bad put up. in order tc 
answer iiupoitnut questions, ami, furtbei, 
that he needs the piescriplion for bis OWE 
protection in tbe event of any trouble 
nribing from its taking, to show that be 
h*i put up only what tbe doctor has pre 
scribed. 


Tbe druggist insists that it is not safe 


for a patient to Hold a preset iption which 
he can have Glled at any time, for the 
reason that tbe physician formulates a 
presci iption aceoidiiig to existing symp- 
toms and tbe exact condition of the pa 
tient nt the time, and if be, the patient, 
shonld tuke it at anotber time when he 
apparently may have the same trouble, 
but conditions are diffcient, he will do 
himself a physical and the doctor a pro- 
fessional injury. 


Tbe doctor paitinlly approves the claim 


of tbe druggist, modifying it only to the 
extent of requiring him to give a copy of 
the prescription to the patient, and de- 
clares tbat no prescription should ever be 
filled from a copy, which should be so 
mailed, and that no prescription should 
ever be refilled, except upon the approval 
of (he doctor who guve it, and that there 
should he a law tn this cfivct. 


These views of tlie question utterly 


ignoie any pioperty rights the patient 
may be supposed to have in the prescrip- 
tion. 
The pnticot pays the doctor for 


writing out the presci iption and then 
pays the druggist for filling it. Now, 
what is it the patient bu.vn? Is It only 
whut the pharmacist bands him in box, 
bottle or paper? If so, what is it that he 
has pnid tbe doctor for? The druggist re- 
ceive!) full remuiieiatiou for his drug's, and 
compounding tbe prescription has cost 
him nothing. 
Ky vtlmt light, tbon, does 


he hold title to it? For self protection, it 
Is claimed. Hut what about the patient's 
right to avail himself of whatever ml van- 
tages mny afterwaid adhere in the pre- 
scription? The patient, having purchased 
a piescription. bus a pioperty right there- 
in which neither the doctor who wrote it 
Dor the druggist who has filled it has, and 
he is therefore entitled to its possession. 
The druggist may be permitted to retain 
• copy.—Chicago Law Journal.
